CRIMINAL COURT STORY. 


How a Canton pawnbroker’s son 
was kidnapped und~theld for] 
a ransom of $80,0¢ was related tu 
the Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice 
Gompertz) and ai jury at 
the Criminal|, Sessions . to-day 
when two ‘met -were charged 
with having conapired to intimid- 
aje.the young man’s father. One 
of the prisoners, who was defead~ 


ed by Mr. C.G. Alabaster K.C,, 
O.BE., was’ also’ charged with 


reluting to the transaction. 

Opentim the case forthe pro- 
secution, the Crown Solicitor (Mr. 
HL K, Holmes) explained that the 
offences related to the kidnapping 
of a youth named Chan Hin-lung, 
son .of Chan Yunepo, a Canton. 
pawnbroker who was also a partner 
in a Hongkong firm, the. Kwok, 
Fook-sing. The: boy disappeared 
on September 25 and the first news 
of hin arrived in the shape of a 
letter which was sent’ to_the 
Canton pawnshop and forwarded 
on from there to’ Hongkong. 
On about October I" the 
father received another letter mak- 
ing a certain appointment which 
apparently miscarried, " * 

Later on another communication 
was received making an appoint- 
ment at the Sai Woo restaurant at 
Yaumati and a letter also came 
from the captive himself, Chan
